LETTER TWO: THE WITCH DOCTOR 
It was early in the afternoon when we walked into a 


village on the edge of the Dark Forest. An oblong clearing 


had been cut out of the forest and the village was composed 
of two long rows of grass huts. Tall trees—giants of the awe- 


some Dark Forest—towered 


on the edge of the clearing, 


furnishing shade for the houses during most of the day. 


As we approached by a jungle trail we could sense an under- 


current of excitement that made us believe the news we had 


heard via the jungle grapevine was correct—the tribal witch 


doctor was going to make a blood sacrifice that day. 


There were five of us in the par- | 


ty—a young missionary named 
Claudin Stauffacher, three natives 
and I. As we walked into the vil- 
lage we were surrounded. by a 
sroup of curious natives bubbling 
with excitement, Most of the men 
and women wore aprons of leaves 
or breechcloths. They seemed very 
pleased at our coming and nodded 
their shaved heads in _ friendly 
greeting. 


Why had we come? Did we 
know the witch doctor was there? 
Did we wish to see him make med- 
icine to drive the evil spirits from 
an old man? 


Yes, we had indeed come to 
watch the witch doctor make medi- 


cine. Would they show us where 
he was? 


They led: | us down the little lane 
between the rows of huts to the 
far end of the village. As we ap- 
proached the last hut a man stepped 
out into the sunlight. On his head 
was a tight-fitting fur hat with 
feathers that dangled down the 
back, White paint (made of ashes

been, as people say, good or bad; 
they had disobeyed God; they had 
refused to be warned and to enter 
the ark of safety, and there was no 
alternative, It was the ark or death. 
Oh! the weeping and wailing as 
they clambered to the highest 
mountain peak, only to find that 
their prayers and tears came all 
too late, and availed them noth- 
ing; there was no escape.

The First-Born of Egypt 


No one would think for a mo- 
ment of saying that all the first- 
born of Egypt were equally de- 
praved. Many were, no doubt, the 
finest living men of the land: 
statesmen, poets, philosophers and 
priests. But God said, “When I 
See the blood I will pass over you” 
(Exodus 12:13). Therefore every 
house sprinkled by the blood was 
passed over, and every one not so 
sprinkled was smitten, and the eld- 
est son slain. It was not a ques- 
tion of the heinousness of sin; it 
was a question of obedience. Was 
the blood there or not? And once 
again there were only two compan- 
ies—those sheltered by the blood 
and those not so covered. 

My brother, are you sheltered 
by the blood of Jesus Christ? Re- 
member, “it is the blood that mak- 
eth an atonement for your souls” 
(Lev. 17:11). “And without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission” 
(Heb, 9:22). God has said in 
words that no man can _ alter: 
‘When I see the blood I will pass 
over you” (Exod. 12:13). Other- 
wise you ‘must perish. Are you 
covered by the blood? If not, be 
warned: the floods of God’s judg- 
ment will overtake you. Death and 
eternity are still before you, and 
there is no escape. 


All Guilty 


In the great penitentiaries of the 
world, you will find all classes 
from murderers to conscientious 
objectors, sinners deep dyed, whose 
hands are red with blood, along 
with those who simply refused to 
take up arms and defend their 
country, but thereby failed to meet 
the requirements of the laws of 
their country—all guilty, and all 
under condemnation. : 

It is not necessary for a man to 
sink a mile below the surface of 
the water in order to drown. A foot 
will do quite as well, The -horse 
that breaks the fence that encloses 
him in only one place, gains his 
freedom just as completely as the 
one that breaks the entire enclosure. 

And so, one sin will bar you out 
of Heaven and place you in the 
company of the lost just as surely 
as though you had transgressed a 
million times. For has God not

point, to break only one command- 
ment, to commit but one sin, and 
yet be guilty of all. : 


A Chain of Ten Links 


Suppose I am hanging by a chain 
of ten links. Suddenly the chain 
breaks and I fall.” Upon examina- 
tion I find that only one link gave 
way; the other nine were still un- 
broken, And yet the chain broke. 
And so it is with sin. We are held 
by a law called the Ten Command- 
ments; we break one, just one, and 
we are lost, for we have broken 
the law, ‘For whosoever shall keep 
the whole law, and yet offend in 
one point, he is guilty of all.” 

Have you kept the whole law? 
Has not one commandment been 
broken, and are you not guilty of 
at least one sin? I do not ask which 


lone it is, for that does not mat- 


ter. It may be murder, or it may 
be falsehood; it may be adultery, 
or it may be theft. But if you have 
broken one commandment, if you 
have failed in one point, you have 
broken the law, and you are brand- 
ed “guilty”; you are classed with 
the deepest-dyed sinners of the 
world. The wrath of the Almighty 
hangs over you, for you are under 
the condemnation of God. 


The Greatest Sin 


You tell me you are not guilty! 
You say you have never sinned! 
I want to tell you that you are 
guilty of the greatest sin it is pos- 
sible for a human being to com- 
mit. I accuse you of the blackest 
crime of which man can be guilty. 
You have rejected the Lord Jesus 
Christ. You have spurned His love, 
ignored His pleadings and trampled 
under foot His precious blood. You 
have refused to accept Goad’s offer 
of mercy; and you are guilty of 
the sin of unbelief, the greatest sin 
that the. Bible knows anything 
about. It is the sin of ingratitude. 

God offers you the gift of His 
Son, and you, ungrateful wretch 
that you are, refuse His _ Gift. 
“When he is come” (the Holy 
Spirit), said Jesus, ‘he will reprove 
the world of sin.” What kind? 
Murder? Adultery? Theft? No! 
Listen! “Of sin, because they be- 
lieve not on me” (John 16:9). Un- 
belief! That is the greatest sin. 
You wouldn’t dream of hurting the 
feelings of an earthly friend by 
refusing a gift, but you think 
nothing of rejecting God’s Gift, 
upon whom depends your eternal 
salvation. And if you are not sav- 
ed, then at this moment you are 
guilty of unbelief—the greatest 
sin it is possible to commit. 


Not A Question Of The Depth 
Of Sin 


It is not a question of the depth 
of sin. The question is, What is 
your attitude toward Jesus Christ? 
Have you owned Him as Saviour 
or not? There is no more impor- 
tant question than the one asked 
by Pilate, “What shall I do then 
with Jesus which is called Christ?” 
Your relation to Jesus Christ will 
determine your eternal destiny. 
Then how are you treating the 
Son of God? 

Will you plead “guilty” now? 
Are you not already convinced of 
sin? And do you not know that 
one sin will bar you out of Heaven 
eternally? You say it is not fair. 
But you forget that Heaven is a 
prepared place for a prepared 
people. It would not be -just on 
God’s part to allow you to enter 
Heaven with your sin, for you 
would be the most unhappy person 
there. How do you feel when you 
are thrown in the company of 
holy people? Do you enjoy it? Are 
you not more at home among your 
own associates in sin? You must 
be prepared, you must have a new 
nature and be born again to en- 
joy the things of God. Remember 
that nothing unholy can ever enter 
Heaven. Only the pure in heart 
will see God (Matt. 5:8). 

When we are able to realize the 
holiness of God, it is then that 
we know something of the hei- 
nousness of sin. It is because men 


know  s0 little of God’s holy 
character that they make so light 
of sin. wi 


A Statement By Pvt. Peat 

I read a@ statement made by 
Pvt. Peat, in which he said: “This 
war is doing one big thing—it is 
wiping hypocrisy out of men’s 


hearts. We cuss and grumble all 
right, but God understands and 
surely our sacrifice is bigger than 
those sins.” 

Oh, how little he knows of the 
‘holiness of God! As if all the 
sacrificial blood of the human race 
could ever blot out even one sin, 
aside from the blood of the God- 
man. “Our sacrifice bigger than 
our sins!” If he were to read the 
Word of God he would discover, 
to his amazement, that his small- 
est sin is bigger in God’s sight 
than all his sacrifices put together. 
“For God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every secret 
thing, whether it be good, or 
whether it be evil” (Eccl. 12:14). 
And “every idle word that men 
shall speak, they shall give ac- 
count thereof in the day of judg- 
ment” (Matt. 12:36). 

It was not until Peter saw 
Jesus that he realized his own.un- 
worthiness and cried: “Depart 
rom me; for I am a sinful man, 
O Lord” (Luke 5:8). And it was 
only when the holiness of God ap- 
peared to the prophet Isaiah that 
He exclaimed, ‘‘Woe is me! for I 
am undone; because I am a man 
of unclean lips, ...for mine eyes 
have seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts” (Isa. 6:5). And Job also, 
the man whom God pronounced 
holy and upright, after Satan and 
his friends had tried in vain to 


he confessed his sinfulness when 
confronted by the holiness of God. 
“T have heard of thee by the hear- 
ing of the ear: but now mine 
eye seeth thee. Wherefore I abhor

Everywhere I go I find people 
who are living in a false experi- 
ence and resting upon a false 
foundation, believing that they are 
saved when they are not.

Doing, doing, do- 
ing! Oh, the awful bondage and 
slavery of man-made religion! 
How hard man makes it for him- 
self! And all the while God has 
clearly and emphatically stated, 
again and again, that life is a 
gift, and therefore can never be 
obtained by works. You must ac- 
cept it as a gift or eternal life 
can never be yours. 


“Work Out” Versus “Work For’”’ 

The Bible clearly says, “Work 
out your own salvation,” but it 
nowhere says, “Work for your own 
salvation.” You cannot even begin 
to work it out until God first of 
all works it in. And again, it does 
not :say, “Work out your own 
atonement.” Christ did that nine- 
teen hundred years ago. What a 
hopeless task would be mine if I 
had to work out my own atone- 
ment! No one but the God-man 
could do that. 

Here is a young man who en- 
ters college. He goes to the regis- 
trar, pays his fee, and is enrolled 
as a student. “Now, young man,” 
says the college registrar, “work 
out your college course.’”’ You see, 
he could not even begin to work 
until he had been enrolled as a 
student. And now through the next 
four or more years he will be 
working out his course of studies. 
You, also, my friend, must thus be- 
gin; you must get in before you 
can work at all. You work out 
what God works in, but you never, 
never work for God’s gift. 


Man Can Do Nothing 

There is nothing that man can do 
to save himself. In the religions of 
the world, man-made, blood flows 
from man to God. That is merit. 
But in Christianity it flows from 
God to man. That is grace..False 
shepherds, wolves in sheep’s cloth- 
ing, told our soldier boys that to 
die on the battlefield merited ever- 


lasting life, that if a man gave his_ 


life for his country he would go 
to Heaven. Thank God, the men 
themselves knew better, knew that 
they were not fit to meet a holy 
God.

“The Local: Church is God’s 
all Tithes Should be Given 


Evangelist John R, Rice 


REBUTTAL: THE FOLLIES OF THE UNSCRIPTURAL 
“STOREHOUSE TITHING” POSITION 


By Evangelist John R. Rice, D.D., Litt.D. 


Again let me thank my brother, the distinguished Chris- 
tian leader, Dr. Guedj, for the honor done The Sword of the 
Lord and me, by taking part in this debate. 


The idea that every Christian is bound to bring all of 
his tithes to the local church treasury, and that the local 
church is to distribute them, not allowing the individual Chris- 
tian to be led of the Holy Spirit as to where he is to give 
his money, is an unscriptural heresy. It does great harm and 
is contrary both to the letter and to the spirit of the Bible, 
as I will further show. 


Let me remind you of this 
solemn fact; Dr. Guedj has not 
found:-a single statement in the 


your God...” Tithes and offerings! 
Kill them, sacrifice them, eat 


her marriage. 


Brother Rice again yielded to 
the temptation of saying: “Dr. 
Guedj says it is wrong-....” In 
my presentation of the affirmative 
side of this important question I 
have stated what is right and 


Scriptural. 


It is a serious mistake for the 
negative advocate to question the 
ecclesiology. which in God’s Word 
centers in the visible, local congre- 
gation. Apart from the Jocal body 
of believers, the “general assembly 
and church of the first-born” is 
pure fancy, ethereal and imprac- 
tical. Without having recourse to 
multitude of references, the church 
in the apostolic letters and 
throughout the Book of Acts is 
centered, made real, vital and 
concrete in local assemblies of be- 
lievers, whether in John Mark’s 
house in Jerusalem, or in Phile- 
mon’s household cathedra (court). 
To bring into this consideration 
Roman Catholic ecclesiology, in 
order to discredit my defense of 
the visible church, is to seek to 
discredit by irrelevant association. 
In no part of my presentation 
have I suggested that “the dea- 
cons, the pastor, or the denomi- 
national leader” is to décide- what 
and--where the believer should 
give his tithe-——-THE BIBLE DOES THAT 
AND I HAVE SO STATED REPEATEDLY. 
To argue thus, Brother Rice falls 
into the desperation of erecting 
his own “straw men” to knock 
them down—lI disown them! But 
when he suggests from the read- 
ing of I Corinthians 9:11-14 that 
the Bible “plainly commanded to 
by-pass the local church treasury, 
if necessary to give... help to 
spiritual benefactors,” we have 
here a flagrant twisting of Scrip- 
ture. This passage above is the 
sequel to Paul’s exhortation to 
Corinth that they should support 
him, the minister of God who had 
ministered to them just as a pas- 
tor to his congregation. Paul was 
a part of the church and not “by- 
passing” it. Indeed all that Saint 
Paul writes in I Corinthians 9:11- 
14 comes within the purview of 
the channeling of the tithes, in 
this case, to a servant of the Lord 
in and through the church. There 
is no straw man to knock down 
here. 

Now when Brother Rice asks 


the question: “‘The Church Board 
or Christ?” “The Holy Spirit or 
the Pastor?” the answer is found 
NOT IN PITTING CHURCH’. BOARDS 
against CHRIST or PASTORS against 
THE HOLY SPIRIT, for assuming, as 
I properly do, that WE ARE SPEAK- 
ING OF BIBLE-BELIEVING CHURCH AND 
CHRIST-PROCLAIMING CHURCHES, 
those boards and Pastors ARE 
OBEDIENT TO CHRIST AND LED BY 
THE SPIRIT. So when Paul says: 
“Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they who preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel” (I Cor. 
9:14) he is mindful that (1) “They 
who preach the gospel” are within 
the framework of the church— 
Paul never entertained any other 
plan. (2) “They who preach the 
gospel” are the servants of Christ 
and energized by the Holy Spirit 
and not antagonists of either. Dr. 
Rice again and again claims that 
to obey the Word in matters of 
stewardship truth — storehouse 
tithing—one must again and again 
seek the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. He also associates those 
who believe, preach and_ teach 
storehouse tithing with “Roman 
Catholicism,” “Law v/s Grace,” 
“Dictatorship,” “Bondage” and 
“the doctrine of the Nicolaitanes, 
which I hate” (Rev. 2:15). To cast 
a cloud over storehouse tithing 
by such associations is argumenta- 
tion “ad hominem,” not objective 
and certainly irrevelant. If Joe 
Stalin likes cheese and so does 
Jehn Rice, it is no reflection on 
John Rice. 


Now about Holy Spirit Guid- 
ance. Why seek special guidance 
when we already have specific 
directive in the Word? Does John 
Rice have to ask the Holy Spirit 
each time whether he should pray? 
pay his taxes? love his wife? His 
argument along this line reminds 
me of the young wife I know who 
admitted to me in the presence of 
her heartbroken young husband 
that she was seeking “the leading 
of the Lord” whether she should 
continue her infatuation with an- 
other man or love her husband. 
This reasoning is about the worst 
form of self-deception and Satan- 
inspired ruse to get the children of 


God to rationalize their disobedi-

Bible that Christians should bring 
all of their tithes to the local 
church. treasury! There is not a 
verse in the Bible which refers 
to the New Testament church as 
a storehouse for the tithes. So on 
this one point alone Dr. Guedj, in 
my humble judgment, has lost the 
debate. He has not proven what he 
set out to prove by the Bible. 

Note the following errors in Dr. 
Guedj’s_ articles. 


I. My Good Brother Says Store- 
house Tithing Not Repealed 


Dr. Guedj says in the January 
2 Sword, “The Old Testament 
points to God’s house as the ‘store- 
house.’ 

“Tithing is not repealed in the 
New Testament. 

“Storehouse tithing is not re- 
pealed in the New Testament.” 

In the same issue Dr. Guedj 
says, “Dr. R. V. Clearwaters of 
Minneapolis mentions the regular 
‘tithe’ and in addition, the Bible 
notes periodic ‘additional tenths’ 
to be brought in at the Feasts of 
Trumpets and MHarvests every 
seven months (Lev. 23:34-38).” 


1. Now, if the storehouse tith- 
ing of the Old Testament was 
never repealed, and is still bind- 
ing on New Testament Christians, 
we are still under the ceremonial 
law in the following matters. 

We must = still observe “the 
Feasts of Trumpets and Harvests 
every seven months!” Remember 
that Malachi 3:10, in the Old 
Testament ceremonial law says, 
“Bring ye ALL the tithes into the 
storehouse. .. .” So if tithes were 
brought to the Feasts of Trumpets 
and Harvests, as Dr. Guedj says, 
then these are still binding on 
Christians!, At least so Dr. Guedj’s 
argument would prove. 

2. Then the burnt offerings, 
wave offerings, heave offerings, 
sin offerings, of the Old Testament 
are still required of church mem- 
bers today! For, as the Scripture 
clearly declares, these were all in- 
volved in the tithes. Deuteronomy 
12:5-7 says, “But unto the place 
which the Lord your God shall 
choose, ... thither thou shalt come; 
And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacri- 
fices, and your tithes and heave 
offerings of your hand, and your 
vows, and your freewill offerings, 
and the firstlings of your 
herds and of your flocks: And 


there ye shall eat before the Lord 


them, all at the church? If a New 
Testament Christian must bring 
his tithe lambs to the church 
house, then he must offer them 
for burnt offerings to the churcn 
house, too, Dr. Guedj’s position 
would require. For if these verses 
are still binding on Christians, 
they are just as binding about of- 
fering the burnt offerings, heave 
offerings and wave offerings as 
about bringing them as tithes. 
Both tithes and other offerings 
were brought to the ceremonial 
temple at Jerusalem, for ceremon- 
ial sacrifices, and for the support 
of the Levitical ceremonial priest- 
hood. First, the bringing of these 
tithes to the temple, and, second, 
the offering of them as bloody 
sacrifices, were part of the cere- 
monial law. If the first is binding, 
the second is binding. 
goes with the hide!” 


No one has a right to divide one 


sentence and say half of the sen- 


tence is ceremonial law for Jews | 


and the other half of it is moral 
law required of Christians! 


3. But these commands of the 
ceremonial law for bringing the 
tithes to the storehouse at Jeru- 
salem said the one who brought 
the tithes should eat them. Again 
Deuteronomy 14:23 commands, 
“And thou shalt eat before the 
Lord thy God, in the place where 
he shall choose to place his name 


there, the tithe of thy corn, of thy Z 
wine, and of thine oil, and the|# 
firstlings of thy herds and of thy| > 


flocks.” “Bring ye ALL the tithes 
into the storehouse,” commands 
the Lord in the ceremonial law 
(Mal. 3:10). And then eat the 
tithe there in that storehouse, 
commands the Lord! Now, if the 
storehouse tithing command is 
still in effect, then OQhristians 
ought to bring the tithes of their 
lambs and their cattle and chick- 
ens, and kill them and sacrifice 
them on the altar and eat them 
at the church house together. Dr. 
Gudej says this law is still in ef- 


‘fect for New Testament Chris- 


tians only that now the storehouse 
is the local church! 


Now, does anybody really be- 
lieve that this is what God wants 
New Testament Christians to do? 
Are we to still bring our sacrifices 
to achurch house to be killed and 
offered? Are we to bring one 
bushel out of ten of our wheat to 
the church house? Are we to eat 
our tithe there in the church

house? Are we still to keep the 
Feast of Trumpets, the Feast of 
Harvests, the other ceremonial 
feasts of the Jews, the holy days 
and new moons? I believe even 


'-| Dr. Guedj will not believe so after 


he studies the Scriptures given. 
God never did command people to 
bring all the tithes to New Testa- 
ment church houses. In fact, there 
the New ‘Testament does not 
mention church houses. And the 
storehouse at Jerusalem with 
its ceremonial laws is _ passed 
away! There are no more bloody 
sacrifices, no more Jewish feast 
days, no sabbaths or new moons. 
There are no more Levites. or 
priests. Surely Christians ought 
to give God as much as Old Testa- 
ment Jews brought Him, but to 
say that all these ceremonial laws 
were carried over into the New 
Testament church is not verified 
by a single Scripture! And they 
are contrary to sound doctrine and 
practice. 


4. If the Old Testament cere- 
monial commands about the tithe 
are not abrogated and all tithes 
must be brought to the church 
treasury in obedience to the Olid 
Testament command and plan, 
then church money must NOT be 
used for. preacher’s salary, for 
missions, or denominational bud- 
gets! 

The tithes and offerings brought 
to the temple at Jerusalem were 
used only for the ceremonial- sac- 
rifices, for the support of the 
ceremonial priesthood and Levites. 
None of these tithes. were used 
for the support of prophets who 
preached the _ gospel. Samuel, 
Elijah, Elisha and other prophets 


were all supported by independent . 


gifts not brought to the temple 
reasury. None of the temple 
offerings were used for the foreign 
missions or home missions. None 
were used for the preaching of 
the gospel. Therefore, if we still 
are commanded to follow the Old 
Testament ceremonial commands 
about bringing the tithes to the 
storehouse, then these tithes must 
be used as they were in Old Testa- 
ment times, not for the preaching 
of -the gospel nor for missions nor 
benevolences. Does Dr. Guedj still 
insist that those commands are 
for New Testament Christians and

ence to the plain directives of 
God’s word. As to “the doctrine of 
the Nicolaitanes”’ which the risen 
Lord does “hate,” which Brother 
Rice mentions and associates with 
“clergy domination” which we as 
Baptists aiso abhor, that doctrine 
HAS ABSOLUTELY NOTHING TO DO 
WITH storehouse tithing any more 
than it has with preachers set- 
ting the hour of the morning 
service! Moreover the association 
of Galatians 4:25-31 with the tithe 
by my esteemed Brother is error. 
It has to do with legalistic ob- 
servances of ‘days, months, times 
and years” as substitutes for the 
way of salvation by grace (see 
Gal. 4:9-10). If Dr. Rice were 
either logical or Scriptural] in this, 
then we should look with suspicion 
upon even the reference to “the 
Lord’s Day” and “the first day 
of the week,” etc., and other sched- 
ules of necessity. 


Lastly, when Brother Rice 
quotes Dr. Tulga and the late Dr. 
Truett on liberty of conscience 
and soul liberty, I respectfully 
submit that neither of those Bap- 
tist brethren were defending, as 
he does, the “right to disbelieve” 
or the “right to disobey” the Word 
of God, or the evasive tactic of 
seeking the Holy Spirit’s guidance 
on matters plainly spoken of in 
the Word. And when Brother Rice 
in his closing paragraph of the 
last article AGAIN apologizes for 
Christians not giving their tithe 
through the church “if local pas- 
tors and churches are not worthy 
of God’s favor,’ he again (as he 
has throughout this debate) apolo- 
gizes for the excuses of any Chris- 
tian STAYING IN THAT KIND OF A 
CHURCH concerning which God’s 
Word says, ‘““COME OUT FROM AMONG 
THEM” and not “scatter or divide 
or even withhold your tithes”! 

I have noted throughout the 
third article of Brother Rice a 
rise in temperature and a parallel] 
indulgence in arguments “ad 
hominem” ..by such invidious as- 
sociations with Romanism, Nico- 
laitanism, Hagar the bondwoman, 
ecclesiastical dictatorship,  etc., 
which I have not found either nec- 
essary or helpful as truth. Scrip- 
tural truth especially needs no 
such support. 


Now by way of review of the 
entire debate: Four things stand 
out as pure arguments. 


1. Scriptural eeclesiology does 


‘not exclude storehouse tithing as 
- foreign or inimical. 


2. The law of grace gives no 
comfort to stewardship antinomi- 
anism or rebelliousness. 


3. The argument in favor of 
selective giving as a palliative for 
spiritual inclusivism of believers 
in an apostate church or denomi- 
nation, versus concentrated obedi- 
ence to the Word in a church or 
a denomination which will have 
nothing to do with a modernistic 
program. 

4. If tithing is Scriptural, then 
the only kind of tithing the Scrip- 


- tures enjoin ‘is God’s will for be- 


lievers—storehouse tithing. 

On the above the entire series 
hingés. Let us then briefly re- 
examine this core of the debate 
as we commit the-entire matter 
to the conscience of all who wish 
to know the truth even if it means 
brushing away of erroneous no- 
tions, teachings and practices. Dr. 
Rice wants. to make me admit 
that the entire ceremonial law is 
a duty to the Christian if he ac- 
cepts storehouse tithing. Dr. Rice 
admits tithing is taught in both 
Testaments but he fears to admit 
that THE ONLY KIND OF __TITHING 
TAUGHT IN THE BIBLE IS STOREHOUSE 


_ TITHING. He cannot have one with- 
’ out the other, so he wants Bible- 


believing storehouse tithers to be 


'saddled with the argument that 


the. tithing was part of the cere- 
monial law forgetting that .what 
is not repealed is in force. The 
ceremonial law was repealed by 


a Calvary. Again we ask where in 


the New Testament is the tithe 
itself repealed? Nowhere. It is 
reaffirmed by Jesus and by Paul. 

As to the “eating” of the tithe 
which Brother Rice mentions, this 


- refers to certain. tithes of which 
- there were several. This passage in 


Deuteronomy 14:23 deals with 
certain applications which vary, 
but the principle abides. The ef- 


-fort of my opponent to make the 
church ridiculous if 


it . teaches 
storehouse tithing by forcing us 


YES 


to apply the details of the appli- 
cation of the principle to the 
present-day is rather weak. Why 
press the pastors to “refuse” to 
take their salary because the Old 
Testament prophets were not sup- 
ported by the temple tithes? Does 
not the New Testament declare 
that ‘‘theysyho preach the gospel 
should livé’ of the gospel?” And 
God in the Old Testament did not 
direct that the tithes should be for 
the support of Old Testament 
prophets, but He does rebuke the 
people for not bringing their 
tithes into the storehouse in the 
Malachi passage. Pastors and mis- 
Sionaries are part of the store- 
house today, as priests and Levites 
in the Old Testament. 


I notice that Dr. Rice repeats 
his claim that great theologians 
and commentators ‘do not hint 
that they believed such a doc- 
trine.” I therefore reiterate that 
our brother can get little com- 
fort out of their silence on that 
score and that their silence, since 
they were Bible believers, is only 
evidence that they did believe the 
Scriptural doctrine of storehouse 
tithing, just as much as Dr. Rice’s 
silence on paying his income tax 
is not proof that he does not 
practice that patriotic act! Argu- 
ment from silence always boomer- 
angs! 

When in his rebuttal Dr. Rice 
surmises that Moody, Spurgeon, 
Carroll, Scarborough and others 
may have received money from 
their supporters’ tithes, he does 
not strengthen his case but only 
proves my contention that unless 
people are taught in the Word 
relative to storehouse tithing, they 
will do this, BUT I CHALLENGE THE 
DETRACTORS OF THE DOCTRINE OF 
STOREHOUSE TITHING to prove THAT 
ANY OF THOSE MEN EVER DISOBEYED 
THE BIBLE BY ASKING for the peo- 
ple’s’ tithes. It is the new heresy, 
I repeat as I stated in a previous 
article, of those who are afraid 
that the God who called them to 
their independent service will not 
independently provide for their 
needs, who scuttle the plain teach- 
ing of storehouse tithing to the 
hurt of the body of Christ, the 
church. 


It is only to twist the plain 
meaning of Scripture for my 
brother to make the claim which 
he does under III, 2, where he 
quotes “let every man give as he 
purposeth in his heart....” and 
he goes on to add not “as the 
pastor purposeth” or “as. the 
board of deacons purposeth.” Cer- 
tainly when the believer will give 
as he purposeth that is no denial 
that he will not purpose to give as 
the Word teaches. Brother Rice, 
when any believer purposeth to go 
to church, to pray, to give or do 
anything in obedience to his: pro- 
fession, why should you intimate 
that he would not “purpose” to 
follow the Word in that particu- 
lar? To hold the pastor or the 
deacons up to ridicule is to bring 
into question the very discipleship 
of the believer. Or are you not 
betraying a lack of interest, if not 
unconscious: antagonism to the 
church and church officials with- 
out whom servants of the Lord 
outside the church could not very 
well carry on? Furthermore, to 
lay by in store. as God prospers is 
only another way: of saying give 
proportionately, which is what 
tithing is! : 

You ask a question in closing 
that should not be ignored. You 
say: “Now, why should any group 
of -men_ selfishly (underscoring 
mine GRG) insist that a Christian 
break this clear‘command just to 
get the money under the control 
of a board of deacons or a pas- 
tor?” The “clear command” you 
refer to is Galatians 6:6, namely, 
“Let him whois taught in the word 
share all good things with him who 
teaches.” This “clear command” 


according to the late A. T. Robert- | 


son, great Greek scholar, has re- 
ference to “paid teachers in the 
churches” which Dr. Burton also 
of Greek scholarship renown de- 
clares has to do with remunera- 
tion for the time of these paid 
teachers thus early in the Chris- 
tian churches! Does: then ‘store- 
house tithing” conflict with the 
practice of: paying’ these teachers 
any more than ‘paying. any other 
servant of the church today? Cer- 
tainly not. Why hurl that word 


“selfish” at servants of God just.

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because they serve in the church? 
I would not hurl it at my worthy 
brother because I do not see eye 
to eye with him. Now what is so 
opprobrious about deacons or fi- 
nance committees “controlling” 
the expenditure of the people’s 
tithes? Is that not better than the 
personal and private control of 


jmany of those who are account- 


able to no one but themselves, as 
I abundantly pointed-out in my 
last article? I have been a Chris- 
tian thirty-one years and a minis- 
ter of Jesus Christ twenty-one 
years. This I have found in life 
and in this debate: Those who are 
outside the church’s organizational 
life do not as a rule believe in 
storehouse tithing. "Those who are 
part of the church’s organized life 
and members of church bodies 
that have departed from the faith, 
excuse their failure to support 
their own church with their full 
tithe in order to salve their con- 
science as a substitute for break- 
ing from such apostasy. Dr. Rice 
has repeatedly excused this latter 
even as he seems to do so in the 
closing paragraph of his rebuttal 
when he says: “A Christian should 
support the local church, if it de- 
serves his support (underscoring 
mine GRG) as in sound churches it 
does.” I repeat the church that 
“does not deserve support” should 
not have ANY support. 

I wish to thank the many read- 
ers of THE SWORD OF THE Lorp for 
their surprising mail response. The 
mail I have received from all over 
the United States indicates a pro- 
portion of 12 to 4 or exactly 75% 
in support of the proposition that

though the words “heresy” and

church? Then let him as a pastor 
refuse to take any salary from 
money brought to _ the _ local 
church storehouse, since he would 
be violating the explicit word of 
the Old Testament Scriptures 
which he is preaching! No, these 
commands about a storehouse were 
never for New Testament Chris- 
tians. Th storehouse does not 
mean a local church. The New 
Testament never said anything of 
the kind and no Christian has a 
right to teach it. It is heresy, 
legalism, bondage. 


II. This “Storehouse Tithing’ So- 
Called Is a New Doctrine Created 
for Expediency to Raise More 
Money 


I called attention before to the 
fact that this doctrine (that each 
Christian must bring all of his 
tithes to the local church treasury, 
and none of it may be spent by 
the leading of the Holy Spirit 
elsewhere) is a new doctrine. I 
showed that the great theologians, 
Strong, Hodge, Broadus, the great 
commentaries, Matthew — Henry, 
Spurgeon,. etc. never even hinted 
that they believed such a doctrine. 
Dr. Guedj scoffs and says, “The 
silence . of those theologians is 
proof of their assumption and ac- 
ceptance of the Bible doctrine of 
storehouse tithing.” Forgive me, 
dear brother, but that seems a 
very foolish statement. Strong and 
Hodge, the great theolograns of 
Baptists and Presbyterians wrote 
systematic theology textbooks, 
and if they had believed this so- 
called “storehouse tithing’ was a 
Bible doctrine they would have 
said so. They did not say so. If 
Matthew Henry had believed that 
Malachi 3:7-10 taught your new 
doctrine of “storehouse tithing’ 
‘he would have said so when he 


commented on that passage — of 
Scripture. He did not. He did not

believe it. Neither did Spurgeon. 
Neither did any major Protestant 
denomination ever formed! Such-a 
teaching is not in the creéd nor 
confession of faith, of any great 
Protestant body in the world. 
Spurgeon did not believe any 
such doctrine. He raised many 
thousands of dollars for his Pas- 
tor’s College that did not come 
through local church treasuries, 
and much of it was tithes..Broadus 
raised money for the Southern 
Baptist Seminary* the same way 
often accepting tithe money that 
did not go through the local 
church treasury. B. H. Carroll 
raised money for the Southwest- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary 
the same way and sent Dr. 
L. R. Scarborough out to raise 
money on the same basis. Dr. J. 
B. Gambrell when he was Gener- 
al Seeretary of Baptists in Texas, 
in my boyhood, raised money the 
same way, as I personally know. 


Hudson Taylor, founder of the 
China Inland Mission, accepted 
thousands of dollars which was 
given to him as tithe money not 
coming through the regular church. 
The Narratives of George Mueller 
tell of many gifts of tithes not 
sent through the local church 
treasury. So with William Carey. 
So with D. L. Moody. So it is folly 
to try to infer that these men be- 
lieved that all tithes should be 
sent through the church treasury. 
They did not believe anything of 
the kind. Both their teaching and 
their practice belie such a claim. 

Again I say this idea is a new 
idea. It is a new doctrine. It is not 
taught in the Bible, and no emin- 
ent theologian in the world, no 
widely-known commentary accept- 
able among evangelical Christians 
has ever taught this doctrine. 
Good men have believed that 
Christians ought to give as much 
}as a tithe and more, but they have 


SE a i So 


not ever found any teaching in the 
Bible that all the tithes must go 
through the local church treasury. 
Its newness is proof of its unscrip- 
turalness. It is a modern heresy 
which Bible believers should shun. 


Ill. This New Unscriptural Heresy 
Ignores and Opposes the True 
Bible Doctrine on Giving 
The requirement that local 
church deacons and pastors can 
dictate to the members’ where 
their gifts and tithes must go, 
is not only unscriptural—it is an- 
ti-scriptural. The doctrine is not 
found in the Bible, and it di- 
rectly contradicts the Bible doc- 
trine on giving. Note these things 
which are clearly taught in the 

Bible. 


1. Jesus Christ Himself was sup- 
ported, not through gifts brought 
to the temple at Jerusalem, nor 
through any church treasury, but 
by individual .gifts. (See Matthew 
27:55; Luke 8:3; John 12:3.) Will 
Dr. Guedj and other pastors fol- 
low the Levitical priesthood which 
crucified Jesus, or follow Jesus 
Himself? 

2. The Scripture teaches that 
every man is to give “aceording as 
he purposeth in his heart, let him 
give; not grudgingly or of necessi- 
ty: for God loveth a cheerful giver” 
(II Cor. 9:7). Dr. Guedj’s new, un- 
scriptural doctrine would have 
people give according “as the pas- 
tor purposeth,” or “as a board of 
deacons purposeth,” or a finance 
committee! Why not show people 
the Word of God and then let 
each one purpose in his heart, by 
the leading of the Holy Spirit, as 
Paul taught us to do? 

3. Paul said concerning the col- 
lection for the poor saints that 
“upon the first day of the week 
let every one of you lay by him in 
store, as God has prospered him 

..” (I Cor. 16:2). Why not let 
a Christian do what the Bible com- 
mands, that is, to set aside a pro- 
portionate part of his income on 
the first day of each week, but lay 
it by him, under his control and 
protection, until the time comes to 
give it, instead of laying it in the 
church treasury? What is wrong 
with the Bible way? The require- 
ment of so-called ‘‘storehouse tith- 
ing’ is not only unscriptural.: but 
anti-scriptural, teaching directly

4. The Scripture says, “Let him 
who is taught the word share all 
good things with him who teaches’”’ 
(Gal. 6:6 R.V.). In the King James 
Version that Scripture is worded 
thus: “Let him that is taught in 
the word communicate unto him 
that teacheth in all good things.” 
All commentaries agree that the 
language means sharing material 
blessings. And so every Christian 
is to give material help to the man 
who teaches him and -helps him 
spiritually. Here is a clear com- 
mand that the Christian who is 
blessed by the ministry of an evan- 
gelist should give to the evan- 
gelist; that the Christian who is 
blessed by a Bible institute or 
great radio broadcast, should sup- 
port them with his means, as God 
provides and leads him. Now, 
why should any group of men self- 
ishly insist that a Christian break 
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this clear command of Scripture 
just to get the money under the 
control of a board of deacons or 
a pastor? 


Certainly no Christian should 
give less than a tenth of his in- 
come to the Lord’s work. Certain- 
ly he should support the local 
church, if it deserves his support 
as in sound churches it does.

His reply was totally unexpect- 
ed.

Through the interpreter, I spoke 
to the people for several minutes, 
telling them that it was, not the 
blood of bulls or goats—or chick- 
ens—-that could make us accept- 
able in’God’s sight, but the blood 
of Christ.

And I thought of the heathen 
witch doctors in the states—thou- 
sands of them. Of course they were 
not ignorant half-naked heathen 
witch doctors.

A Study of Jesus Here 


1. He has been busily engaged in 
the days previous in active minis- 
try around the banks of the Jor- 
dan and beyond and then probably 
back through Jerusalem. He has 
made on the day of this incident 
a long journey probably by foot. 
Some of His disciples are with 
Him. He is tired, hungry, thirsty 
and worn. There was enough hu- 
man in Him to tire; but, thank 
God, not enough to sin. He sits 
upon the well curb and sends His 
disciples to the little city of Sychar 
for food. In their absence a wom- 
an appears with her water jars 
at the well for water. 

2. He is evidently worried and 
anxious. The intimation is that He 
was in flight from the influence of 
Herod. Enmity was beginning to 
rise and Jewish hatred was begin- 
ning to flash its forked tongue 
of prejudice and wrath. The politi- 
cians were becoming aroused. The 
religionists and the politicians, the 
one fearing the defeat of their 
ecclesiasticism and the other a dis- 
couragement of their political am- 
bitions, were beginning to study 
with anxiety and rising anger the 
growing reputation of this strange 


>. 


man from Nazareth. The day of 


their wrath had not come; but 
Jesus on this occasion, as on oth- 
ers, took the precaution of evad- 
ing and avoiding a clash between 
the plans of God and the hinder- 
ing plans of man. Evidently there 
were the traces not only of weari- 
ness and physical depletion, but 
also of care and anxiety, on His 
blessed face. 


3. This was the beginning of the 
transition period in the ministry 
of Christ. As said above, the ec- 
clesiastical and political forces 
were watching with an eagle’s eye 
and a raging heart the popularity 
of this man about whom much was 
being said and whom the common 
people were hearing gladly. There 
was and had long been, among 
the Jews, a general expectancy 
concerning the coming of the Mes- 
siah. So many false messiahs had 
appeared and fallen that it was re- 
garded that this case was one 
like the others; but He was per- 
forming miracles far more won- 
derful than that of any other one 
who had appeared. He spoke as 
one With authority. His teachings 
were such as never man _ had 
heard before and the fond expec- 
tations of thousands were turn- 
ing towards Him. Because of the 
ecclesiastical and political compli- 
cations in and around Jerusalem, 
Jesus was beginning to do most of

A Look at the Woman 


The record of the case in John 
the fourth chapter gives almost 
a complete portrait of this woman. 


It does not give her name; it only. 


identifies her with her race and 
with her sins; and then, thank 
God, with her Saviour. 


1. She was a Samaritan, not a 
Jew, but with probably some Jew- 
ish blood, because her forefathers 
had been both Jew and Gentile, 
having departed from the isolation 
of the Jewish nationality. The Sa- 
maritans were hated and reviled 
by the orthodox Jew. Jesus was a 
Jew; she was a Samaritan. Be- 
tween them there was a fixed gulf 
of racial, social prejudices; but Je- 
sus dared to cross it and His true 
gospel messengers have been cross- 
ing these lines of demarcation, ra- 
cial, social, and otherwise, all 
through the centuries since. 


2. She was a scarlet woman. Je- 
sus did not accuse her of it. He 
caused her to confess it. She was 
conscious of her sinful life and 
doubtless cringed, and was abashed 
in the presence of this, God’s only 
holy man. The scarlet woman is 
bold among the companions of her 
sin but timid and abashed in the 
presence of righteousness and 
those who love the highest and 
best. 

3. She was poor, doubtless very 
poor, and lonely. She had no 
home, no friends except the evil 
friends who had been party to 
her ruin and participants in her 
outcast life: There can be no sad- 
der picture than the picture of 
fallen virtue. When sin puts the 
scarlet letter on the face of fair 
womanhood the picture is changed

on Calvary’s cross nineteen hun- 
dred years ago, once for all, is suf- 
ficient to wash away all the sins 
of all the men of all ages. Man 
can do nothing to merit eternal 
life. Long, long ago the Lord Jesus 
cried, “It is finished” (John 19: 
30). He made atonement. What 
can man add to a finished work? 

If morality, if man’s righteous- 
ness is sufficient, then Christ need 
not have died. “For if righteous- 
ness come by the law, then Christ 
is dead in vain” (Gal.

No Work Can Merit Salvation | 


You may be one of the most ac- | 
tive members in the church and/§s 
still be unsaved, for church ace | 
tivity never saved any one. Doc- | 
trine and dogma, prayers, self-de- | 
nial, tithes, tears and penitence, | 
though good enough ins their 
place, will not save you. No man. | 
minister or priest can do that. | 
“Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other | 
name under heaven given among

There is no work, either moral

and believe what He ‘says! They 
will insist on.‘‘doing” something in 
order to gain his favour. Take, for 
instance, the prevalent idea _re- 
garding repentance. Inherent in the 
very nature of man is the idea that 
God demands a long period of con- 
trition and sorrow, bitter remorse 
and anguish of heart, ‘hours of pros- 
tration. at the “penitent form,” 
where he confesses his sins and 
prays for forgiveness and _ salva- 
tion, before he can obtain mercy. 
And this he cails “repenting of his 
Sins.”’ } 

Well, convicted he may be; but 
conviction is not repentance, nor 
does it constitute conversion. And 
it is clear from God’s Word that 
such an experience is by no means 
the basis of salvation. Nowhere 
does God tell an unsaved man to 
go through such a long period of 
so-called repentance (which is not 
repentance) in the hope that if he 
thus “repents of ‘his sins’ long 
enough, God will on that ground 
pardon him at last. 


“It is not thy tears of repentance 

and prayers, 

But the Blood that atones for thy 
soul.” 

True evangelical repentance, 
viz., a change of mind and purpose 
which results in a complete and 
whole-hearted turning away from 
and forsaking of sin, is always in- 
cluded in saving faith, and must 
mecessarily accompany — salvation. 
But suppose you do mourn over 
your sins, pray for forgiveness and 
salvation, confess your transgres- 
sions .to God, bow at the penitent 
form again and again, and plead 
for mercy and pardon unceasingly 
—will that save you? Can you 
merit God’s favour by such works? 
You Know you cannot. There must 
come a moment in the midst of it 
all when you turn from everything 
of your own “doing’’—tears, pray- 
ers, confession and mourning—and 
trust Christ alone, receive Him, 
rely on His shed*blood, place your 
faith in the finished work of cal- 
vary, believing that “Jesus paid 
it all.” 


Places God in a Wrong Light 

Such an attitude of depending on 
periods of mourning. and tears 
places God in an altogether wrong 
light. We were giving out tracts 
one day, urging upon all we met to 
take them. It was our desire that 
every person in the community 
should have a tract.

They would say something like 
this: “Look at those mean men. 
That poor fellow is praying and 
begging for a tract and they sim- 
ply turn their backs on him and go 
on. I wonder why they don’t give 
him one?” But no, that’ was not 
our attitude at all. It was the joy 
of our hearts to give them away. 
All he needed to do was to get up 
and take one. We were even press- 
ing them on the people. 

. Don’t you see it? God’s back is 
not toward mankind. Men do not 
need to plead and beg and coax 
Him to save them. Why, that is 
what He is waiting to do. That 
was the reason for which He gave 
His Son. He stands with His face 
towards a fallen race, bending 
down in love and mercy and cry- 
ing, “Come, take, believe, receive!” 
And when man prays and entreats 
where he ought to be accepting 
and praising, it puts God in an 
attitude of one who is unwilling 
and must be entreated, whereas 
it is man, ungrateful man, who is 
unwilling. God is offering a gift, 
the gift of eternal life, and be- 
seeching men to accept it.

The Passages in Acts 
Take, if you will, the passages 
in Acts that answer the definite 
question, ‘“‘What must I do to. be 
saved?”’ The first incident is found 
in-ehapter ten, verse 43 where 
Peter preaches to Cornelius and 
the Gentiles assembled with him. 
The answer here given is as fol- 
lows: “Whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins.” 
The next incident is in chapter 
thirteen, verse 39, where Paul is 
preaching at Antioch. And this is 
what he says, “All that believe 
are justified from all things.’ The 
third passage is in chapter six- 
teen, verse 31, where Paul says

Faith and Faith Alone 


So then, eternal life is obtain- 
ed by faith and faith alone. “And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the

(John 3:14-15). “He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life: 


to the Philippian jailer: “Believe | 


and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him” (John 3: 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life” 
(John 5:24). “What must I do to 
be saved? ... Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved ....” (Acts 16:30, 31). “For 
by. grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: 
it is the gift of God: Not of works, 
lest any man should boast” (Eph. 
2:8, 9). “But these are written, 
that ye might believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God; and 
that believing ye might have life 
through his name” (John 20:31). 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me hath ever- 
lasting life’ (John 6:47).

Yes, it is as simple as that. You 
take by faith and the Holy Spirit 
doés the rest.

' 4. She found Him at once ac- 
cessible on the highest and best 
side. She did not interpret any sin- 
ister or unholy motive in His ap- 
proach to her. Jesus is accessible 
to the vilest sinner if his approach 
is for salvation. It was charged 
against Jesus by His enemies that 
He was a friend of sinners and 
that He had fellowship with publi- 
cans. No higher compliment was 
ever paid to holiness than this. 
What would the Pharisees and 
hypocrites have done if they had 
been standing nearby and had 
seen Jesus in conversation with 
this scarlet woman? Thank God, 
Jesus is accessible and easily so 
for every lost sinner in all the 
world. 

I am thinking now of a story 
which comes to me out of the min- 
istry of Dr. George W. Truett, 
pastor the First Baptist Church 
at Dallas. I cannot vouch for the 
items of the following story, but 
I repeat it as it comes to me. 


One night in his great pastorate 
in Dallas, far beyond midnight, his 
telephone rang and a soft voice 
said, “I am in the city’s sinful 
reservation. In the next room is a 
dying woman, homeless, friendless, 
characterless; and she is calling 
for you. We have heard down here 
that you are a friend to sinners; 
and, before she passes out into 
the other world, she wants to have 
you pray for her.” 

This sinner-loving, soul-winning 
preacher said, “I will be there as 
Soon as possible.” 

He got the street address and in 
a little while he and his wife 
were in the room of this dying 
scarlet woman. He approached 
her and offered his hand. As the 
woman companions of her sin 
stood about the room she, em- 
barrassed and abashed in the pres- 
ence of God’s preacher, put her 
hand back under the cover § and 
said, “No, your clean hands must 
not touch my sinful hands.” She 
said, “I have a question to ask you. 
I_ am dying. You must know what 
sort of a life I have lived and to 
what depths I have been led in sin. 
You are a preacher of Jesus Christ 
and His saving gospel: This is my 
question. Do you: believe that He, 
the Son of God, can save a sinner 
like I am, at the door of death?” 

Thank God, Dr. Truett could 
answer that question right; and, 
leaping spontaneously from his re- 
deemed soul in the triumph of the 
gospel, he said, “Yes, He saved the 
harlot at the well; He redeemed 
others in His own ministry whose 
lives were as dark as yours; He 
saved my own sinful soul and He 
will save your soul if you will peni- 
tently give up your sins 
faithfully commit your heart and 
life to Him.” 3 

After a prayer, the story goes, 
there came to her sorrow-drawn, 
deathly-pallid face the lines of the 
hight never seén on land or sea; 
and, radiating from her forgiven 
soul, there came the joy that must 
have come to the dying, forgiven 
thief on the cross. The story goes 
that she lived but a few hours 
longer; but they were hours of 
songs and triumph and spiritual 
glory. This is another picture of 
the soul winner’s standing at the 
well-side of life’s highway. This 
great preacher clearly represent- 
ed Jesus, the same’ Jesus who sav- 
ed the harlot at Jacob’s Well. 

Jesus can and does and will save 
thee worst sinners out of Hell. 

). Jesus imperceptibly and with- 
out friction to His own holy life 
and with perfect consistency and 
accord with the mighty mission 
that He came on earth to perform, 
crossed this fixed gulf between 
Himself and this sinner. Society, 
religion, racial pride, personal dig- 
nity and the traditionalism of 
thousands of years rose up to 
block the way of Jesus’ further 
approach to the woman; but, 
thank God, with one touch of His 
divine finger He brushed aside, 
as the cracking grass before the 
storm, all these barriers. Nothing 
can keep Jesus from the _ heart 
of the seeking sinner. Jesus did 
not seem to come down to do it. 
The compassion of His soul went 
across these barriers without any 
sense of loss or compromise. 

6. He found here the highest 
manifestations of His glory and 


the fullest indulgence of His di- 
vine compassion. He crowned Him- 
self King of kings and Lord of 
lords in this beautiful-incident. The 
brighest jewels do not shine in 
royal coronets; they shine. bright- 
est out of the rich deeds of a sacri- 
ficial service. God seemed to have 
made and is saving the stars of 
glory forever for the crowns of all 
those who will, like Jesus, cross 
the barriers between sin and 
righteousness in order to make 
sin into righteousness by clothing 
its participant in the imputed 
righteousness of Jesus Christ. 

I stood one day on this sacred 
site. I looked at the well and drank 
from its cooling, refreshing wa- 
ters. I looked at Sychar and the 
valley between and with fond 
imagination I crossed the years 
and saw these two standing at the 
well. I did not see the woman and 
remember her sins. I saw myself 
—a ruined sinner, under the wrath 
of God, meriting and deserving the 
worst at the hands of justice. I 
said, ““‘The scarlet woman who 
Stood here was not better nor 
worse than I. She was a sinner, in 
some respects to the last degree. I, 
too, was a Sinner, probably in some 
other respects to the last degree. 
Certainly her soul in its lost heri- 
tage was no blacker than mine, 
because the chiefest sin of both of 
us was that we helped to crucify 
God’s holy, only Son. We alike re- 
jected God in His mercies and love 
and both were sinners”; and then 
I looked away from myself and 
saw Jesus. He was coming to me. 
He was knocking with nail-riven 
hands at the closed, blocked door 
of my heart; and I heard Him say 
to me, as He did to the woman, 
that wonderful message concern- 
ing the waters of everlasting life; 
and I remember full well how I 
asked Him for that water and He 
gave it. I said, “Sir, give me this 
water that I thirst not, neither 
come hither to draw’; and He said, 
“The water that I give shall be in 
thee a well of water, springing up 
into everlasting life.” He after- 
wards said, “He that believeth on 
me, from within him shall flow 
rivers of living water.” And as I 
stood there in imagination and 
memory, a sinner ruined by the fall 
of my father Adam and by my own 
voluntary endorsement of his sins 
and mine, and faced my soul’s Sav- 
iour and yielded myself to Him, I 
thank God that I, too, a sinner, 
had found the same Saviour who 
quenched the spiritual thirst of 
the scarlet woman at this well. 


The Method He Used

1. He made the approach by ask- 
ing her to give Him drink. He 
opened the way. He knocked at 
the door of her heart. This incident 
is in accord with the whole his- 
tory of Jesus, not only in His pub- 
lic, earthly ministry, but in His 
soul-winning marches down 
through the-centuries. He was 
then and is today a seeking Sav- 
iour. 

2. He sought to put Himself un- 
der obligations to her and her to 
Him. He established mutual inter- 
est. He made the point of contact, 
which every wise soul winner will 
learn to do in each case of per- 
sonal work. 


I remember the story of a wise, 
shepherding pastor who, walking 
across the back way of a 
little city; saw a stalled wagon in 
the alley. The preacher had on his 
Sunday clothes. The man driving 
the team was the husband of one 
of his members, a man who had 
very little respect for preachers 
and never went to church. His wa- 
gon was loaded with brick and was 
bogged down in the sand and his 
team could not move the load. The 
preacher, as if without fore- 
thought, pulled off his coat and 
said to the irate driver, “I will 
help you and we will unload the 
wagon and pull out and reload.” 


The preacher did yeoman ser- 
vice. The unsaved main went on his 
way rejoicing. The next Sunday 
night he was beside his wife in 
a pew at the pastor’s church. He 
was converted that night and join- 
ed the church and said in telling his 


experience that it was not the in-!- 
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spiration of the pastor’s sermon 
but the perspiration that he shed 
in the alley unloading and loading 
brick that won him to Christ. This 
preacher established the point of 
contact; and wise is the winner 
that learns the ways of this wis- 
dom.

waters. See what the gospel can do, 
and that instantaneously—change 
ia harlot into a successful soul win- 
mer and send her on down the sin- 
etrewn way of life scattering the 
golden, saving truth of the gospel. 


Great Messages in This Incident 


I call your attention to the blos- 
soming truth out of this flower in 
miasmic waters. Sometimes the 
most beautiful water lilies bloom 
wn the surface of stagnant pools. 
‘The reason is they root them- 
selves in the sub-soil below the 
filth and draw their sources of 
strength from the hidden foun- 
tains of truth and power. 


1. One of the towering messages 
in this glorious instance is a mis- 
Sionary message. We see the gos- 
pel cross all lines and all barriers 
——racial, geographical, religious, 
ecclesiastical, political, social, 
prejudices and all. The gospel is 
God’s great leveler. There are no 
seas nor mountains nor color 
lines nor racial distinctions in 
Christ’s redemptive map of this 
lost world. This crossing these 


* 
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varied lines and breaking down 
these precipitous barriers did not 
compromise; but indeed glorified 
the cross of Christ and those who 
carried it. 

2. The second great message in 
this incident is that of spiritual 
Christianity. There are no holy 
shrines, no select temples, no mec- 
cas, to which all the saints must 
go for prayer and piety, no priests, 
no popes, no cardinals, no preach- 
ers, no ecclesiasticisms, no phy- 
lacteries, no holy ministerial robes 
and crosses. Jesus says worship is 
that of the heart and spirit. Je- 
sus here unlocked the sources of 
worship and power and released 
them in His great open world and 
said, ‘‘The Father seeketh such to 
worship him as worship him in 
spirit and in truth.” 


This great thunderbolt of Christ 
should break down all legalisms, 
ritualisms and ceremonialisms. It 
should tear up all the priestly 
robes and root up all the sacred 
shrines and pour out all the holy 
water ever lifted between a seek- 
ing soul and God Himself. Jesus 
here in this great announced doc- 
trine did in spiritual proclamation 
what was done in the temple at 
His death—the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from top to bot- 
tom and all of God’s highest and 
holiest was opened to any seeker 
for the truth, without the help of 
priest or preacher. What a won- 
derful lesson Jesus here brought 
the world and how poorly’ the 
world has learned it! This doctrine, 
really appropriated in the hearts 
of men, would turn all cloisters

3. The third great message that 
comes to us, one of the most beau- 
tiul and perfume-casting flowers 
out of this murky pool of sinful 
slough, is the Messiahship of Jesus 
here first revealed. This strange 
flower has unfolded its mar- 
velous beauty, not in prophecy but 
in reality, and it was done to one 
lone scarlet woman in the very 
heart of sin. He revealed Himself 
evangelism’s Messiah and showed 
that His messianic strength was 
that of the soul winner. Why did 
not Jesus first tell this marvelous 
story to John the Baptist, His 
faithful forerunner, or to the be- 
loved John and Andrew, His first 
disciples, and Peter, His mighty 
spokesman,. or to Philip, probably 
the one He first won to Himself, 
or to Nicodemus the scholar? Why 
did He not proclaim it from Mount 
Olivet or from the towers of*the 
temple?

to preach widely and long and 
that He is the Messiah and that 
He saves the vilest and the worst 
of sinners. 


4. Another towering message 
that comes from this wonderful in- 
cident is the joy of soul winning. 
And there was no sweeter experi- 
ence I had in the five days in the 
Holy Land than the hour I stood 
by Jacob’s Well and ‘by faith and 
imagination heard Him say to His 
disciples who came with food for 
His body, “I have meat to eat you 
know~not of”; and from the ring- 
ing joy bells in His own soul He 
pointed them to the ripening fields 
of falling grain and said, ‘Look on 
the fields: they are all ready for 
the harvest.” 


Oh, the joy and the rich spiritu- 
al experiences of those who know 
how to win souls! As I look back 
across the fifty-five years of my 
little life I remember a happy 
home, though it was a long house 
on the frontiers of Texas, the joy 
of a gloriously good father and 
mother, and remember the joys of 
my own happy home through now 
twenty-five years with my bless- 
ed companion and our six children, 
as one by one they have cone and 


over the years of study and re- 
count the intellectual joys and the 
comradeships of my friends and 
remember the social joys, shin- 
ning and rising above them all is 
the oft-repeated joy of my heart 
when I have been permitted by 
this same Saviour to bring to Him 
scarlet women, infidels, atheists, 
gamblers, murderers, whoremon- 
gers, moralists, and all _ sorts, 
thousands and thousands of them. 
There is no joy like the joy of soul 
winning. Jesus said, “You can of- 
fer me no meat which will take 
away hunger and satisfy like the 
sweetness and richness of the food 
my heart enjoys as I see this sin- 
ner saved by grace going back as a 
soul winner to witness to My Mes- 
siahship and My power to forgive 
sins.”

6. Another great message is the 
transforming power of regenera- 
tion in the case of this sinful wo-< 
man. The soul-winning touch of 
Christ upon her sinful heart 
changed her instantly from a lov- 
er of sin to a proclaimer of gospel 
truth; from a follower of Satan 
and a reveler in sin to the humble 
forgiven disciple of Christ and a 
reveler in the joys of soul win 
ning. : 

7. There is another message lu- 
minous here, another beautiful 
flower and fruit ripening out of 
this gracious incident and that is 
the need of wayside evangelism. 
There are women at many well- 
sides needing some messenger of 
the Messiah to open up the foun- 
tains of eternal life. My prayer is 
that the student of these lessons 
will now, if he or she has not 
formed in his or her heart the 
passion for wayside evangelism. Wa 
have changed the gospel from itg 
early method, I fear. We have 
limited its proclamation to the 
four walls of the synagogues: and 
churches. We should carry it out 
to the néeds of men. The gospel is 
pre-eminently an open-air mes- 
sage. Let the churches and the 
ministry go out to where men and 
women are in their sorrows and 
needs and sins. May the example 
of the Saviour here cause you and 
me not to neglect the passers-by, 
the strangers we meet, the needy, 
the fallen, the suffering every- 
where. 

Thank God for this picture in 
John 4 of the Saviour saving a 
sinning sinner!
